It presented to the Park Commissioners
one of the Inrgest publio petitions ever sigued
in this city,

Confident of the justice of the cnuse, Tuw
Evexing Wonto has urged the matter per.
sistently as the champion of the people,

And by the action of the P'ark Commission
to.day, based oun the opinion of the Corporn.
tion Counsel, sucoess bas attended its eMorts
in the people's behalf.
